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New Ranching Regulations 
Are At Last Made Public 


An Ottawa despatch says the long delayed grazing regulations, in 
which the whole of the ranching industry of the west is interested, have 
been approved by the cabinet, and will be signed by the governor-general. 

The new regulations are particularly designed to encourage mixed 


farming in weatern Canada. 


In future leases will be for ten years, and 


the maximum area granted to any one person or company will be twelve 


thourand acres.

which, upon examination is found unfit for agricultural purposes, may 
sell his improvements to a rancher and be granted the right to re-enter 
for other lands and the purchaser may apply fora lease of the abandoned 


homestead. 


There is a clause which provides that if, after examination of a 
tract of land applied for, it is found that the granting of a lease would 
be an injustice to others who have been using the land, and that it 
would be impracticable to make a satisfaetory division of the land, it 
may be withdrawn from entry and reserved for public grazing purposes. 

Phe regulations also provide that one-third of the whole amount 
of stock required to be placed upon a leasehold, namely, one head of 
cattle or five head of sheep for every thirty acres of Jand, must be on the 
tract the firat year, another third the second year, and the full quota the 


third year. 


If upon inspection it is found the leasehold will support more stock, 


the minister may require additional stock on the land. 
An important clause provides that at least 25 per cent of the stock 


shall be breeding atock. 
made on July 1 each year. 


Reports of the amount of stock must be made 
The annual rental is at the rate of two cents 


per acre payable half yearly in advance. All the leases must be enclosed 


by suitable fences 


‘The holder of a lease has the prior-right at ita expiration to a 
renewal on complying with the regulations. 

‘A lease cannot be assigned without the consent of the minister. 

The leseee is entitled to the hay on his leasehold, but cannot sell 


it. 


In addition he may cultivate any of the land for winter feed for 


hia etock, but hae no right to dispose of it. 


The frontage of a leasehold on a lake or creck shall nob exceed 
one mile for every four miles in depth. 5

We would 1 >t go so far as to say 
that the loan shculd be authorized} 
f rthwith, but recomme 1 the sub- 
mission of the scheme to the ratepay- 
ers who would by their vote say 
whether or not they were willing to 
incur the debt.

In 
this connection we would not suggest 
that lengthy bylaws, such as are now 
used for the authorizatios of munict- 
1.1 debts, should be adhered to, but 
rather an abbrevirted form which 
might be suggested by the commission 
itself, applicable for such improv>- 
ments as it was inteaded to undertake. 
This would not only tend to reduce 
labor of framing, reading and passing 
in Council, but woulc cheapen the cost 
of borrowing.

[HE natural, the best food for the 
newborn babe is mother’s milk, 
And the Creator has given the aver- 
age woman strength to nourish her 
child in this natural way. Sometimes, 
directly after the baby’s birth, the 
mother is very weak; then well mean- 
ing but interfering relatives and ad- 
visers urge her to wean the baby at 
once, when with a little patience the 
supply of milk would be ample, Un- 
less the mother {fs anaemic or suffering 
from constitutional or acute disease 
the baby will thrive best on mother’s 
milk, and the ability to nurse the baby 
until a safe time for weaning can be 
encouraged by careful attention to the 
mother's diet, says Anna Steese Rich- 
ardson in the Woman's Home Com- 
panion, 
A well balanced diet, made up from 
a variety of foods which the mother 


craves, will nourish both mother and 
child. 
Meat that fs easily digested, like 


chicken, beef and lamb, is better than 
pork and veal, Fish may occasionally 
be substituted for meat, and eggs are 
desirable if they do not create a bilious 
condition, Green vegetables and fresh 
or stewed fruits the mother should 
have in quantity, On the other hand, 
she should avoid excesses in diet, 


whether this be tea, coffee, sweets or 
pastries. Light desserts do no harm, 
but rich pies and puddings that keep 
the mother awake at night will have 
precisely the same effect on the baby. 

No young mother should listen to 
what doctors call “old women's tales" 
—bad advice about extremes in diet, I 
have heard a young mother say that 
she was drinking malt to make her 
milk more nourishing for the baby, 
And how she did hate that malt! It 
nauseated her every time she drank it. 

When the doctors told her that any- 
thing which nauseated her would ef- 
fect the baby in the same way she was 
actually relieved, Yet she had been 
forcing herself to drink the malt be- 
cause an elderly neighbor had told her 
what wonders it had done for other 
women. Doctors, not neighbors, should 
be consulted about these problems. 

Another condition of the mother 
which will affect the baby’s digestion 
is nervousness. A baby should not be 
nursed when the mother is angry or is 
suffering from shock of any sort. The 
mother who is very tired from her 
household duties should sit or lie down 
and relay before nursing the baby. If 
she sips a glass of milk or eats a crack- 
er or biscuit before nursing the baby 
she will help its digestion,

BILLION DOLLAR NATION 


Trade Statistics Show the Wise Policy 
ls to Keep as Much Money as Poe 
sible In Our Own Country 

Canada is about to become one of 
the billion dollar nations, Her total 
foreign trade iu 1912, exclusive of 
movements of precious metals, was 
$997,655,201, an increase of $198,306,- 
068 over 1911, Of the total, $547,258,- 
264 was trade with the United States, 
an increase of $120,191,578 over 1911. 
The exports to the United States were 
$138,211,428; and the imports from the 
United States were $419,040,770, 

Canada's chief purchases from the 
United States were metals, minerals, 
and manufactures of $136,145,151; coal 
and coke, $41,117,886; wood and manu- 
factures of $24,982,970; carriages, 
wagons, etc., $17,486,397; cotton and 
manufactures, $16,938,786, 

These figures show that the United 
States is taking over $1,000,000 per 
day from Canada and even after de- 
ducting our exports we find ourselves 
indebted to the United States for over 
$760,006 per day which we must bor. 


QW gpeves to pay our debt, The igure 


clearly suggest even to a lay reader 
that we should strive in some way to 
keep more of this vast sum in Canada 
where it would circulate over the 
counters of Canadian merchants, in 
the pay envelopes of Canadian me- 
chanics, in the purse of the Canadian 
farmers; in a word in Canada among 
Canadians. The enormous adverse bal- 
ance of trade In favor of United States 
is a serious matter for a young country 
and it behooves all of us to consider 
whether we are doing all we can to 
keep our money working for us at 


home. A policy of practical patriotism 
is badly needed,

THE WILSON TARIFF, 
THE GOST OF LIVING 


No Materlal Change, But Increases if 
Anything, in the Price of 
Food 


During the Presidential campaign 
In the United States the Democrats 
made much of the argument that a 
reduction {n the tariff, to which they 
were pledged, would bring a corres- 
ponding reduction in the cost of liv- 
ing. By admitting food products from 
Canada and elsewhere free the con- 
sumer in urban centres would be 
euabled to purchase his food at a 
proportionately lower price. The 
Democrats were elected on a com- 
promise vote, and immediately at- 
tacked the problem of reducing the 
duties. If the cost of living was to 
be reduced one would naturally look 
for a sympathetic movement in the 
cost of food products even prior to 
ths enactment of the Democratic low 
tariff. One would look for this sym- 
pathetic movement in vain, however. 
It was non-existent, In fact prices of 
food products never rose as rapidly 
in the United States as in the frst 
elght months of the current year, 
when the United States people were 
pulling down part of the tariff wall. 

According to the United Btates 
Bureau of Labor statistics, retail 
prices of the principal articles of food 
in 40 important industrial cities, 
gathered and compiled by experts, 
show that during the year 12 of the 
16 articles advanced in price, while 
only three declined. 

Comparison of retall prices on Aug. 
1b, 1913, with prices on the same date 
in 1912, shows potatoes advanced 20 
per cent.; bacon 18.8 per cent,; 
smoked ham 17.6 per cent.; eggs, 12.6 
per cent.; round steak, 11.5 per cent.; 
sirloin steak, 10.2 per cent.; pork 
chops, 9.3 per oent.; hens, 8.7 per 
cent.; lard, 8.1 per cent; rib roast, 
7.9 per cent.; butter, 5.7 per cent.; 
and milk 2.7 per cent, Sugar declined 
7.9 per cent.; wheat flour, 6.5 per 
cent., and corn meal, 3.7 per cent. 
Compared with average prices for the 
10-year period-—-1890 to 1899—every 
article for which prices were noted | 
with the exception of sugar, advanced. 
Bacon advanced 189 per cent.; pork 
chops, 124.6 per cent.; round steak, 
79.3 per cent.; rib roast, 76.6 per cent.; 
potawes, 76.2 per cent.; hens, 73.2 
per cent.; lard, 69.8 per cent.; eggs, | 
66.4 per cent.; cornmeal, 60 per cent; | 
butter, 41.9 per cent. 

When the price of each of the 15 
articles of food is weighed acoording 
to average consumption in working- 
mInen's families, retail prices on Aug. 
1b, 1913, were 6.1 per cent. above the 
average price for the 10-year period— 
1890 to 1899; 8 per cent. above the 
price on Aug. 16, 19123, and 14.9 per 
cent, above the price on Aug. 15, 1911.

that the tariff cannot be blamed for 
the high cost of living in the United
